The court was told that 
Mario Evans had 
convictions for eight 
offences, including 
affray. Warren Evans had 
no previous convictions. 

Each man was ordered 
to pay £60 victim 
surcharge.

WHEN the original 
scheme to re¬ 
develop the site in 
Kenfig Hill, now 
known as 
Heathbridge 
Miners’ Square, 
was proposed, there 
were no plans to 
have plaques for 
those men who had 
worked and, sadly, 
those who died in 
the nine mines 
around Pyle and 
Kenfig Hill. 

The idea came from a 
casual conversation 
which caught the 
imagination of the local 
community and when 
the square was officially 
opened, over 160 
plaques were placed on 
the perimeter wall. 

Now, just a few 
months later, a further 
75 plaques have been 
added and on September 
3 over 100 people 
attended a short 
dedication service, at the 
square, to mark the 
occasion, officiated by 
Rev Len Grabham. 

Behind the plaques, 
there is wealth of 
history - the plaques 
representing family 
groups, sons, fathers, 
grandfathers all working 
together in the same pit. 

There is much 
sadness. The mines had 
no respect for age or 
experience. 

When accidents 
happened, boys of 14, 
men of 70, those who 
had just started their new 
work underground and 
those about to retire all 
lost their lives. 

An account of some 
of the accidents is 
recorded on plaques, 
including some that had 
a happy ending. 

An integral part of the 
colliery community were 
the pit ponies and so it 
was thought fitting to 
have a plaque 
remembering their 
contribution to life

underground 

Between 1860 and 
1968, when the last of 
the local mines closed, 
over 500 men and boys 
between the ages of 11 
and 70 plus, had been 
employed in these local 
collieries. 

Ten-hour shifts, six 
days a week were 
normal, conditions were 
diabolical and until the 
safety lamp came into 
being, the only light was 
a naked flame. 

This, of course, was 
the cause of many of the 
explosions which 
resulted in the loss of 
life or limbs. 

Pyle Community 
Council, who conceived 
the idea for this 
memorial, are delighted 
at the way it has touched 
so many families and 
thanks everyone for their 
support, and would also 
like to remind everyone 
this is your memorial 
and with your help they 
will endeavour to 
maintain it to the highest 
standard. 

Rev Len Grabham 
concluded the service by 
saying: 

“As an ex-miner, it 
gives me great pleasure 
and pride in dedicating 
the names on 75 
plaques, who now join 
with the 160 individual 
and family names 
already placed around 
the memorial wall.”

THE newly created 
Wesley Centre is 
housed in Tondu 
Methodist Church, 
which was built in 1868 
by the Brogden family, 
the local ironmasters 
who also built the 
nearby Park Terrace, a 
substantial row of 
grade 2 listed 
ironworkers’ cottages. 

In 1947, the old 
ironworks site became 
the site of the West 
Glamorgan headquarters 
of the National Coal 
Board. 

In 1991 the NCB 
buildings were 
demolished and remains 
of the ironworks were 
designated a scheduled 
ancient monument. 

The village was also 
the site of other 


significant industries. 

There was a coal mine 
and the route of the 
Dyffryn Llynfi and 
Porthcawl Tramway 
passed through Tondu. 

There were also 
brickworks and an 
important railway 
junction with associated 
engine sheds and wagon 
works and these were in 
operation well into 
living memory. 

Some people might 
remember working at 
Tondu House during and 
after World War Two. 

The Open Doors 
weekend at Tondu gives 
you an opportunity to 
record and share any 
memories you have of 
these times. 

Brickworks 

There will also be an 
exhibition of ‘The 
Brickworks in the 
Tondu Area’ on display 
during the Open Doors 
weekend. 

This has been put 
together by Michael 
Stokes, a local historian 
with a particular interest 
in the brickworks 
industry. 

Part of his extensive 
collection of bricks and 
printed material will be 
on show. 

Other activities during 
the weekend include an 
evening of traditional 
Welsh dance and music 
on the evening of Friday, 
September 26 and a 
guided walk from Cefn 
Cribwr to Tondu on the 
morning of Saturday, 
September 27.

A SOLDIER home 
on leave in south 
Wales contacted 
The GEM to 
highlight a warning 
about safety at the 
docks. 

Christian Long, who 
lives in Porthcawl but 
has been staying with his 
grandmother in Barry, 
explained that while he 
was walking beside 
number one dock, he 
noticed that at the far end 
there was a gap in the 
fence which youngsters 
had gone through. 

“There are warning 
signs, but the youngsters 
I saw had gone through 
the fence and were 
drinking alcohol. 

“The area is littered 
with six and seven foot 
drops and is very unsafe. 

“Once on the dock 
land there are no barriers 
to prevent people falling 


in the dock. 

“The dock is 
dangerous, not just 
because of the possibility 
of getting into difficulty 
in the water, but also 
because of the risk of 
injury with abandoned

‘Youngsters need 
to realise the 
danger at docks’ 

SAYS LOCAL SOLDIER 
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by CERI JOSEPH 

of Porthcawl Museum/ 

S EPTEMBER 1914 began with 
fine weather, which brought a 
late summer influx of visitors to 
the town. 

However, the main activity was not tourism but 
recruitment. Kitchener’s ‘call to arms’ was 
gathering momentum on an unprecedented scale. 

Miners from the valleys were flocking to the drill 
hall in Bridgend and a constant stream of young 
men were witnessed entering Porthcawl Police 
Station to sign up to the colours. 

In fact, recruitment throughout Glamorgan had 
reached 10,000 by early September, causing 
Kitchener to send a personal letter of 
acknowledgement to the Earl of Plymouth, the Lord 
Lieutenant of the County; closing the letter ''The 
County will, I am sure, not relax its endeavours.” 

Such was the volume of enthusiastic recruitment 
that at Cardiff City Hall on September 7, 1914, a 
sub-committee of the Glamorgan Territorial 
Association held a meeting to find a solution to the 
lack of accommodation at the Army depots for all 
the new recruits, although it was felt that nothing 
should be done to ‘check the patriotic eagerness.’ 

Porthcawl was suggested for the new central 
camp, as it had a direct water supply to the ground 
at West Larm, Nottage, a rifle range and tent 
accommodation for 5,000-7,000 men. 

However, after all preparations had been made, 
instructions from the War Office stated that the 
camp was to be indefinitely postponed. 

As a consequence, Mr Thomas, of West Larm, 
wished the piping to be removed. This the 
authorities promptly did at a cost of £11. 

It would seem that the Secretary of State for War 
already had different ideas, as a letter dated 
September 14 had been circulated throughout the 
country appealing to vcounty and urban councils to 
assist 'in the accommodation and suitable catering 
provision for the recruits.' 

Resulting from Mr. David Lloyd George’s appeal 
for a Welsh Army Corps of 50,000 men, within a 
month householders were to be paid 17/6d for 
everyman they billeted. 

Before the New Year, Porthcawl residents were to

complain that their hospitality was being 
overstretched. Nationally, volunteering for the 
armed services was outstripping availability, yet 
recruitment for coastal defence was suffering as a 
consequence. Patrolling the coast from the mouth of 
the Ogmore River in the east, to Kenfig in the west, 
the responsibility of The ‘Porthcawl Volunteer 
Coast Intelligence Department’ was still required.’ 

In an attempt to encourage volunteers to join, a 
special badge was struck for the coastwatchers, to 
be worn when on duty and the old pilot watchtower 
was adapted for the purpose at a cost of £12. 

Perhaps Mr Bob Ching would have been wiser, 
and of more use to the war effort, if he had joined 
the coast-watchers at Porthcawl. 

Instead, Bob (65), from Railway Terrace, 
Porthcawl, having been turned down at the 
recruitment office on account of age, headed for 
Belgium. 

Returning, slightly wounded, he explained that 
after 'seeing a Belgian wounded, I collared a gun 
and popped at the Germans.’ 

According to Bob, he was then taken prisoner. He 
stated; "With a cleaver, I knocked down several of 
them. I managed to escape by crawling for four 
hours.” 

On October 8, he left again for Prance, stating 
that this time he was going to avoid Belgium. 
‘Bob’s Adventure’ as the Porthcawl News reported 
it, seems so implausible to us today, but it served to 
maintain a belief in British superiority and spirit. 





which was typical of the time. Can Bob be 
believed? Research proves that Bob had already 
done a similar thing during the Boer War. Bob died 
in December 1917, at his home in Porthcawl. A true 
character. 

Bob’s reference to wounded Belgians, though, is 
totally correct. It was during September that local 
newspapers began reporting on the atrocities in 
Belgium. Belgian journalist, Mr Charles Sarolea, 
who a month before had accompanied the foreign 
tourism delegates to Porthcawl, had become the 
Daily Chronicle’s special correspondent in 
Antwerp. 

"I have just lived through the most tragic night of 
the war,” wrote Mr Sarolea, witnessing the 
bombardment of the city. He, sarcastically, reported 
that Count Zeppelin must be "proud of his 
achievement.” Not only had the bombs slaughtered 
innocent Belgians, but the bombs, that had fallen on 
hospitals, had killed injured German soldiers, too. 

In Porthcawl, attention was taken up by the 
perceived threat of ‘aliens.’ A Mr J Engelhard of 
Marine Terrace, who had lived in Britain for 23 
years, along with many other ‘alien’ nationalities 
now had to explain himself to the authorities. 

Whereas, PC Trott, who was, to later enlist in the 
Welsh Guards, was on duty at Newton, when he 
arrested ‘ two aliens of the sea-faring type.’ 

Claiming not to be Germans, but refusing to say 
from which country they originated, they were 
detained at Porthcawl Police Station overnight. 


The next day. Police Sergeant Richardson handed 
them over to the Aberavon Police, to be dealt with. 

It is not surprising that there was an increased 
state of anxiety amongst the townsfolk, as reports 
following ‘The Battle of Mons’ filled the news; and 
soldiers’ letters had begun arriving from the front. 

Join me next month, as we learn how 
Porthcawlians welcomed ‘Belgian Refugees’ into 
their lives; and how lengthening casualty lists begin 
to affect Wales.

FRENCH TRIP STRENGTHENS TOWN 
TWINNING TIES WITH PORTHCAWL 


DURING the last week of August, 
members of the Porthcawl Saint 
Sebastien Town Twinning Association 
visited Saint Sebastien-sur-Loire in 
France. 

This was a special occasion, as the visit 
celebrated the 15th anniversary of the first visit. 
Conn Alana Davies, Mayor of Porthcawl at the 
time, was one of those instrumental in setting up 
the Association with her corresponding Mayor in 
Saint Sebastien-sur-Loire, Senator Joel Guerriau. 

Unfortunately, she was unable to attend this 
year’s celebration, but Porthcawl was represented 
by the current Mayor, Coun Sean Aspey. 

Coun Aspey said: “It was a pleasure for me to 
represent the people of Porthcawl on our recent 
trip to our twin town. Fifteen years have now 
passed since our two towns first came together in 
a bond of unity, friendship and understanding. 

The genuine warmth given to us upon our party’s 
arrival at Saint Sebastien-sur-Loire, was plain for 
all to see. 

“Twinning plays a very important role in the 
fact that we are able to have an insight into the 
culture and traditions of others, in addition to 
promoting ourselves to a wider audience. 
Porthcawl and San Sebastien suffered heavy 
losses in both world wars, yet out of confrontation 
emerged a true desire to work together. 

“As a result, many long standing friendships 
have now resulted from our partnership. As a 
novice, I had not visited San Sebastien before, but 
it was an experience that I would certainly like to 
take up again.”

Rob Chick, chairman of the Porthcawl Saint 
Sebastien Town Twinning Association,reported: 
“Saint Sebastien-sur-Loire is a town roughly the 
size of Porthcawl and is on the opposite bank of 
the River Loire from the city of Nantes, the 
historic capital of Brittany. Although in some 
respects St Sebastien feels like a suburb of 
Nantes, the townspeople proudly protect its 
separate identity. 

“The area already has connections with 
Glamorgan - Nantes itself is twinned with 
Cardiff, and the historic town of Clisson, some 15 
miles to the south of St Sebastien, is twinned with 
Cowbridge.The association is non-political and 
aims to promote knowledge, understanding, 
tolerance and ultimately friendship between the 
people of the two twinned communities. For the 
most part we are self-funded and rely on 
members’ subscriptions and the support of our 14 
corporate members whose names you will find on 
our website. 

“Our party of 24 was aged between seven and 
80 years and included five teenagers. Another 12 
people joined us in France. These included our 
Town Mayor, Coun Sean Aspey who travelled via 
Eurotunnel and several others who travelled by 
road. 

“We had wonderful six days in France with the 
weather being good. The itinerary was well 
balanced, although as always hectic. The visit 
started with the customary reception at Hotel de 
Ville. This reunion is always quite an emotional 
occasion for some, but by the time we had the 
usual speeches and a glass of wine or two, things 
had calmed down. Following the reception, it 
was ‘home’ for the evening with our hosts. 

“The next day, we were off early to take the 
coach to Angers and a visit to Terra Botanica. 
Several acres of landscape gardens, water 
features, overhead self propelled pods, 4D effect 
rides and much, much more. A fantastic day with 
a good lunch and enjoyed by both young and old. 

“On Thursday, we headed off for a local 
vineyard and Cave Poiron-Dabin at Chateau 
Thebaud. A beautiful location and we tasted some 
12 wines from a Muscadet, for which the area is 
famous, to a Malbec. Most of the party ordered a 
few bottles to treat their hosts and possibly, but 
very unlikely, a few of these found the way back 
to Wales. 

Later, we found ourselves at Etang des 
Tuilleries for a picnic beside the lake. A selection 
of home made treats and a drop of wine helping 
here to build new and to cement old friendships. 
There were several fishermen along the lake and 
later a game of boules was played by many of our 
group. 

The teenagers had their own separate trip with 
shopping in Nantes, bowling, a picnic and dinner. 
All reported a good time despite the apprehension 
about languages.Eriday was for guests and host 
families to make their own plans, with a barbecue 
in the evening. Nearly 80 people attended the 
event, including the Make of Saint Sebastien, Joel 
Guerriau who is also the Senator for the Loir 


Atlantique region. What a wonderful evening, 
with live music led by our host Claude and Ivor 
on guitar and Agnes on keyboard. Later, some of 
the children, various adults, even myself at one 
point and Maureen playing the golden oldies, all 
contributed to this impromptu musical 
programme. Eor the record, I counted 19 
youngsters under 21 years old - the new 
generation seemed to be well represented. 

“Saturday came and it was a 10:30am meeting 
for the two committees. This is the opportunity to 
talk of future plans. Saint Sebastien is not a town 
council as we know it. They have major 
responsibilities for infrastructure and education 
etc, with a budget in excess of £4 million and 
access to European funding. Very much unlike 
Porthcawl Town Council which has a budget of 
£200,000. The Mayor of Saint Sebastien is more 
of a CEO and Joel Guerriau has held the post for 
some 20 years. He is also Senator for the Loire 
Atlantique region and sits in the Erench Senate or 
Parliament. In 2013 he was awarded the Legion 
d’Honneur. 

“On this occasion, we agreed to progress a 
rugby tour to Saint Sebastien by Porthcawl youth 
teams, a school exchange, music exchange and 
possibly a joint concert in Porthcawl next year by 
members of the associations and others. 

“In the evening, we were invited to dinner and 
a boat trip along the river Erde. Departing at 
8pm, we returned around 11pm. During the 
evening, Coun John Bunker and myself were 
made honorary citizens of Saint Sebastien and we 
were both presented with a medal and certificate. 
Eor my part, I felt very honoured, especially to be 
rewarded for something that I have always 
enjoyed doing.

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Amnesia thriller is 
worth remembering 


W HILE 

Colin Firth 
may have 

been unable to keep 
up with the purple 
patch that saw him 
land successive 
Oscar nominations 
(and a win) for A 
Single Man and The 
King^s Speech, he 
has still shone in 
projects ranging 
from the good 
{Tinker, Tailor, 
Soldier, Spy) to the 
not so good (DeviTs 
Knot). 

In his latest film, 
Before I Go To Sleep, 
Firth plays Ben, a man 
married to Christine 
(Nicole Kidman), a 
woman who, after a 
severe head injury, 
forgets all she knows 
when she sleeps, waking 
each day with no 
memory of what has 
gone before. 

When Christine 
discovers she has been 
working with Dr Nash 
(Mark Strong) in an 
attempt to remember just 
what happened to her, 
new truths emerge that 
make her question 
everything around her... 

Before I Go To Sleep 
is yet another film born 
from the pages of a 
fictional novel, part of 
the seeming constant 
flow of literary 
adaptations that are 
lending themselves to 


the big screen. 

Given the cast 
assembled, you would 
hope that it would be a 
cut above the usual fare 
and you would be right, 
the film a twisting and 
turning piece of work 
that not only keeps you 
guessing, but never lets 
you feel wholly 
comfortable in its 
presence. 

With the story being 
told directly from 
Christine’s viewpoint, 
we, the audience, are as 
in the dark and 
unknowing as she is; the 
whys and hows, the fear 
of trusting in someone 
who may not actually be 
who they say they are, 
all are amplified by the 
way we are left hanging, 
doubting the motives of 
characters, and their 
telling of events, that 
have shaped Christine 
into the woman she has 
become. 

This slippery tale 
could have been 
executed poorly, but 
writer/director Rowan 
Joffe wrings maximum 
tension from it; his 
screenplay drip feeds the 
audience slowly and 
surely, as new 
information eclipses and 
undoes what has gone 
before, while his 
direction is stylish yet 
grounded. 

When the film grinds 
up a gear two/thirds of 
the way through, Joffe 
seems to be in his 
element, handling the 



change-up with 
confidence and an 
assured hand, something 
that permeates through 
his cast. 

Nicole Kidman’s 
recent output has been 
far more ‘miss’ than 
‘hit’, but here the actress 
is on superb form, 
scrabbling for clues 
about just what it is that 
has happened to her and 
why she is suffering. 

Despite being a 
victim, Kidman gives a 
steely, yet all too human, 
spark to Christine, her 
doggedness and 
determination as she 
discovers more and more 
about herself realised by 
the actress. 

Mark Strong is as 
ever dependable as Dr 
Nash, stoic yet (and this 
could be down to his 
large number of 
villainous roles) always 
with a hint of danger 


below the surface, while 
Colin Firth, as the 
husband trying his best 
for a wife who barely 
remembers him, shades 
Ben in haunted tones, 
but again it’s a 
performance that is 
knowing but also keeps 
you guessing. 

While the 

aforemetioned gear shift, 
from psychological 
drama to thriller, is well- 
handled by Joffe, it’s a 
shift that feels a little 
awkward and, rather 
than ramping up the 
tension, reduces it to a 
somewhat schlocky and 
expected climax. 

However, it is a well 
delivered effort that 
makes the most of the 
cast’s star wattage and 
an intriguing story, 
making Before I Go To 
Sleep a very satisfying 
offering. 

VERDICT: 
Marshalled with style 
and substance by 
writer/director Rowan 
Joffe, Before I Go To 
Sleep takes what could 
have been a B-Movie 
premise and crafts 
something intriguing and 
very watchable. A twisty 
story, coupled with 
sturdy performances 
from Kidman, Strong 
and Firth, make it a film 
well worth catching.

I me, signals the end of summer and 
provides a wake-up call to start 
planting some spring bulbs to brighten 
up borders and patios next year. 

Yet the wealth of varieties on offer, 
from crocus and dwarf narcissi to 
fragrant hyacinths and majestic tulips, 
can leave many gardeners wondering 
what to choose. 

Suppliers are constantly trying to help

customers select the best combinations. 
Suttons {www.suttons.co.uk), for instance, 
has a range called Tlant-O-Mat’, pre¬ 
planted bulbs inserted in individual 
compartments in a biodegradable tray. 

You just dig a hole, put the tray in and 
cover it with compost. The range 
features a number of combinations, 
colours and sizes. They also cater for 
window boxes and containers. 

If you want something different which 
is going to stand the test of time. 
Gardening Which?, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, has recently tested 
a number of new bulbs to see how they 
fared. 

Researchers found that some new 
varieties will flower more consistently 
and for much longer than many older 
varieties. 

Last autumn, triallists chose 50 newly- 
bred varieties of spring-flowering bulbs 
and grew them alongside five well- 
known varieties - daffodils 
‘Delnashaugh’ and ‘Dutch Master’, and 
tulips ‘Ballerina’,’Mount Tacoma’ and 
‘Red Riding Hood’ - for comparison. 

Bulbs were planted in October: 
hyacinths 15cm deep, narcissus twice 


their own depth and tulips at three times 
their own depth. In spring, the bulbs’ 
development was monitored, when they 
flowered, how long they lasted and their 
sizes, colours and scents. 

In the latest batch of testing, 
researchers noticed a lot of colour¬ 
changing varieties (such as tulip 
‘Caribbean Parrot’) with flowers that 
open in one colour then change to 
another as they age, adding a new 
element of interest. 

New daffodils which came out on top 
included ‘Ferris Wheel'’(youtulip, 
www.youtulip.co.uk), a large bright 
yellow variety which grows to 40cm and 
produces immense trumpets with a frilly 
rim, flowering in April for around three 
weeks. 

A more subtle variety, whose flowering 
period lasted up to 32 days, was 
‘Beautiful Eyes’ (J Parker’s, 
www.jparkers.co.uk) which has small, 
straight stems holding clusters of two or 
three creamy flowers with yellow centres 
and gives off a heady fragrance.

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Red Arrows dazzle 
over Barry Island 


RAF display team, 
the Red Arrows, 
dazzled the huge 
crowds at Barry 
Island recently as 
part of the Barry 
Wartime Weekend 
event. 

Organised by the 
Barry Tourist Railway, 
and local history group 
Barry at War, the event 
featured displays to show 
the last 100 years of the 
area’s wartime history. 

There were also 
vintage cars and modem 
motorbikes for the 
crowds to enjoy, along 
with a unique steam 
train. 

Event co-organiser, 
Ade Pitman of Barry at 
War, explained: “The 
Barry Wartime Weekend 
event traditionally aims 
to extend the tourist 
season through Heritage 
Tourism, which after 
such a poor bank holiday 
proved a real boost to the 
local economy. 

“Taking place at the 
Barry Island Railway 
Station, and the Hood 
Road Field at Barry 
Waterfront, the free 
community event seeks 
to educate visitors about 
their wartime heritage of 
the region.

Barry during 1917. 

“A Second World War 
American encampment, 
populated with the 



famous Jeep, reminded 
visitors that 70 years ago 
the Hood Road site was 
part of a massive 
American base, which 
was located there to 
service the docks. 

“Members of the 
Army Reserve, 

accompanied by an Army 
Field Kitchen, which 
provided ‘compo’ meals 
for the living historians 
and Cadets throughout 
the event, brought the 
military display up to the 
present day. 

“To ensure there was

AFTER only 35 
minutes of driving 
from Bonvilston, I 
found myself, along 
with my fiance, at 
the base of Pen-y- 
Fan - we’d decided 
to spend last 
Saturday afternoon 
climbing the highest 
mountain in south 
Wales. 

When we arrived, we 
were rather surprised to 
find the mountain 
sprawling with people 
who were either out for a 
Saturday walk, as we 
were, or taking part in 
either the Pen-y-Fan 
challenge for Parkinson’s 
UK or the Ten Peaks 
Brecon Beacons 

challenge, which is an 89 
kilometre race over the 
ten highest peaks in south 
Wales. 

As runner after runner 
overtook us, I felt their 
exhaustion but sense of 
pride for having almost 
completed their 

incredible challenge. 



Pen-y-Fan was only to be 
followed by Cribyn and 
then Fan-y-Big to 
complete the full ten 
peaks challenge. 

Many of the 
participants were 

military or athletic 
looking civilians, who 
had obviously trained for 
this challenge. 

The walkers, however, 
who were completing 
either a 6.5 kilometre or 
14.5 kilometre loop and 
also visited the top of 
Pen-y-Fan, which stands 
at 886 metres above sea 
level, really bowled me 
over. 

The grit and 
determination that I saw 
on so many faces was 
fantastic. There were 
families with youngsters 
as young as five years 
old; there were a number 
of old age pensioners and 
there were individuals 
who were battling with 
their weight but had set 
themselves this 

tremendous challenge for 
a very good cause. 

I was struck with 
admiration for all I 
passed. 

If you’ve always 
thought that mountain 
life and steep hills is only 


for the super fit, then I 
urge you to think again. 
Last weekend was the 
perfect example where 
that simply doesn’t ring 
true. 

You can take your 
time and rest three or 
four times, to just sit and 
take in the view and 
when you reach the top, 
there is nothing better 
than enjoying a picnic 
from the summit. 

The views and 
dramatic cliffs are 
spectacular. Pen-y-Fan is 
beyond no-one who has 
the desire to give it a go. 
Chose a good sunny clear 
day and let others know 
where you are going. 

Set yourselves a family 
challenge this weekend 
and make sure you join 
me next week for more 
sport and adventure. In 
the meantime check out 
www.burnseries .CO .uk.

Now midwives have 
three new dopplers which 
help them listen to a 
baby’s heartbeat during 
antenatal clinics and 
labour to check baby is 
healthy, the hospital 
reported. 

Carolyn Williams, 
lead midwife at Princess 
of Wales Hospital, said: 
“We are so grateful to 
Richard for raising 
money for us and helping 
to buy vital pieces of 
equipment for the 
maternity and labour 
wards. 

“We use dopplers 

every single day, 

monitoring babies’ 
wellbeing and progress 
throughout pregnancy 
and labour. 

“What’s great about 
the new ones is we can 
use them in the birthing 

pool as they’re 


waterproof. A lot more 
women are opting to use 
it so it’s really important 
we have the right 
equipment.” 

Richard (46), who 
lives in Coy church, 
explained: “The bike ride 
was part of the Mitie 
London Revolution, 
which is a cycle around 
the city for charity. 

“It was my second 
time of doing it and I 
thoroughly enjoyed the 
health and fitness 
challenge. 

“This year, I wanted to 
take part in support of a 


local cause and the 
maternity unit seemed 
like the right choice. My 
wife Claire gave birth to 
our daughters, Zoe and 
Megan, there. 

“A lot of the donations 
came from people who 
go to the Prince of Wales 
pub in Coychurch, so it 
was very much a 
community effort. 

“I’m really pleased to 
see how well received the 
donation was and it’s 
great to hear how 
important the new 
equipment is to the 
team.”

Fundraisers cycle Taff 
Trail challenge (twice) in 
memory of little Oscar 

TARGET IS 10,000 FOR CHILDREN’S HOSPICE 


TACKLING one 52-mile cycling 
challenge wasn’t enough for a 
team of dedicated fundraisers who 
decided to complete it twice in 
memory of a toddler who died in 
June this year. 

Oscar Evans, aged two-and-a-half, sadly 
lost his battle with a rare genetic condition 
called Menkes Disease on June 1. 

And now, his family and friends are on a 
fundraising mission to raise £10,000 for Ty 
Hafan, the family hospice for young lives, 
in his memory. 

Oscar’s father Andrew Evans, of 
Pontprennau, and his Oscar’s Army teams 
cycled from Cardiff to Brecon last Saturday 
evening before getting on their bikes again 
the next day to tackle Ty Hafan’s popular 
Taff Trail cycling challenge which finished 
in Bute Park, Cardiff. 

They joined 100 teams to complete the 
full Taff Trail challenge from Brecon and 
the two women’s teams, Oscar’s Angels, 
tackled the half Taff with 37 other groups 
from Merthyr Tydfil to Cardiff. 


Andrew said: “We took part in the Taff 
Trail challenge last year and raised just 
short of £5,000. This year, we decided to 
take part again but with an extra twist. We 
decided to double the challenge and cycle 
from Cardiff to Brecon the night before, 
completing a total of 104 miles in two days. 

“This year has been far more emotional 
as we are now raising funds in memory of 
our gorgeous son Oscar, who devastatingly 
passed away in June this year. We can’t 
thank Ty Hafan enough for what they have 
done for us and we have a target in mind of 
£10,000 which we would like to raise for 
Ty Hafan in Oscar’s memory.” 

He added: “It is vitally important for 
people to fundraise for Ty Hafan so that 
they continue to provide amazing care for 
life-limited children and their families.” 

A number of teams took part due to 
personal connections with the charity, 
including ‘Team Alice’ and five ‘Amazing 
Archie’ teams who cycled in memory of 
two-year-old Archie Watson. 

Welsh Paralympic cyclist Mark 
Colbourne MBE also took on the challenge 


after officially starting the event in Brecon 
at 8.30am. 

He said: “It was fantastic to see more 
than 500 cyclists raring to go at the start 
line. Everybody had great fun and there was 
lots of laughing and camaraderie along the 
route which was wonderful. 

“Ty Hafan is a fantastic cause doing 
amazing work for life-limited children and 
it was great to see so many people 
supporting and raising money on the day. 
Well done Ty Hafan for organising such a 
fantastic fundraising event!” 

The event, sponsored by GVA, is 
expected to raise more than £50,000 for Ty 
Hafan, which needs to raise £3.7m each 
year to provide its services. Ty Hafan 
would also like to thank Brecon Carreg, 
Burtons Biscuits, Laguna Health and Spa, 
9bar and Steve Gunter Photography for 
their support.
